Mr. Macdouald informs tho dvnv- 
iliiin that Indians say Big Itain was tho 
chief who killed Gen. Cutter; but his 
body was not mangled booause bo was 
clad in a hunter's leathern suit, whence 
thoy took him to be some bravo aceident- 

111 stranger out with tho troops. While 
Gon. Custer, was running his second man 
throngli the body with his sword, 
ho was shot by Big Rnin, the 
Sionx chii;f, in tho head. Mr. 
jMcDonald says tliiit, however snpor- 
iioial contentment may seemingly cover 
the words and faces of thu natives, with a 
shallow and decejjtivo hapijiness, there is 
no Indian now in tho west who lias any 
real love or loyalty for either King (roorgu 
or Uncle Sam. On his way, Mr. McDon- 
ald was nu t by an old patriarch chief 
fthout SO years of ago, aud who in his day 
had been one of tho iiueht speciaious in 
tho interior. S.Tid the old man, "your 
people, the whitemeu, I at first received 
and cared for witii sincerity. Thoroin, 1 
POO to-dav, I was deceived. They care not 
for nie. tlieir eyu and step is to my coun- 
try. Tho sooner I die tho better for 
them, my rnin will ho their couifurt." 
Mr. McDonald thinks the estimate of tlio 
nnmbors of Indiana now at war, n'cently 
given in Iho papers, including Sioux, 
Blackfeet, Dloods, Crowa, Snakes, nnd 
Utabs, are far in excess of the truth, tie 
further thinks that whatever help tho 
United States troops aohiove from auxil-
